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I foreſee ſtrong Oppoſition in this At- 
tempt, and ſome Danger, but no Difficulty; 
and therefore I ſhall let my Reader, ſee a 
a ſhort Scheme of this Work, the Ground» 
Plat of my preſent Undertaking, and the 
Reaſons of it. 

I begin with the Reaſons, and they are 
taken tron the preſent Practice of a Set 
of Men among us, who having run thro' 
the full length ot mannaging I c hemſelves, 
and attempting to Ruine and Deſtroy thoſe 
that mended their Miſtakes, are now Emberk'd 
in 4 new Method, of buoying up their Ex- 
piring Hopes, and this is by Slander, Ca- 
lumny, and diiirepretentation of the Pub. 
lick Affairs. 

lis maniteft, when they had the Publick 
Miniftry of the Nation in their Hands, they 
would come into no Meaſures themſelves, 
they would hearken to no Mediums, accept 
of no Propoſals to Regulate and Aſcertain 
their Proceedings, but run on to Embroil 


us at Home, and leſſen us Abroad; and 


brought things to ſuch a pals, that the Go- 
vernment was even reduc'd to a Neceſſity 
of Disbanding them. 

Should I run back to all their Unhappy 
Proceedings, and draw a Plan ot their 
Cond &, what Work muſt 1 make, and 
what a Picture muſt I draw ? Here would 
appear ftrange things, that Poſterity would 
be a little amaz'd æt; and certainly the End 
of the late Reign, and the beginning of 
this, ſet in a true Light, would leave thoſe 
Gentlemen ſomething to Bluſh at, and 
that they would choſe to forget, rather 
than Attempt to Defend ; and I ſhall not 
go far to the Particulars, 

Here I muft examine, by whoſe Condutt 
the Aid of 10000 Men, ftipulated by An- 
tient Leagues with the Dutch, to be f. r- 
niſh'd when ever they were Invaded by the 
Frenth, were ſo long delay'd. and lett un- 
certain at the beginning of this War, as 
drove the Dutch and us too, to the Neceſſity 
of that Unhappy Amufement to the French 
I mean, acknowledging the King of Spain ? 

Here I muſt examine, by whoſe Miſma- 
nagement, the Elector of Bavaria was loft 
and all Flanders deliver d into the Hands of 


the French; the Towns that had Coſt ſuch 
Immenſe Quantities of Blood and Treaſure 
to be Expended, be loſt in a Moment, 
and the Flower ot the Dutch Infantry, to fall 
into the Hands of the Enemy, even ig the 
beginning ot that War; while that Prince, 
who ſeem'd to ſtand ready to, who bid 
moſt for ſome Months, wa» wholly neg- 
lected here, and the tair Offers, which, as 1 
have been inform'd, were made in his Be- 
halt, lighted ? 

Here I mult examine, by whoſe Negli- 
gence the King of Portugal was loſt tor near 
two Years, and val! Sumas of Money Ex- 
pended. as well as great Op|.crtunities a- 
gainſt Spain loſt, betote that alſe ſtep could 
he recover'd, to the giving Plulip V. Lei- 
ſure to root his Intereſt in the Kingdom of 
Spain, and take an uninterupted Poſſeſſion 
ot that vaſt Munarchy ? 

Here | ſhould de obliged ro Reproach 
ſome body, with re ecting the Propoſal of 
Aſſi ting, and in time Relievirg the Brave 
Camijars, upon that weak Party-Pretence, 
that it was not Honourable to Encourage 
Subjects to Rebel againſt their Yrince, tho 
the Prince they Fought againſt, was not 
only in op:nWar with us, dut Praftis'd th- very 
ſame thing at the ſame time in Hungary a- 
gainſc the Emperor ; not to inſiſt upon his ha- 
ring [coop'd fo low, as even to Encourage 
Aſlathnations and Conlpiracies here, both 
againſt the Perſon of the late King, and 
the Government of this Nation? 

IT muſt further here examine, who Diſ- 
courag'd early Propoſals, tor Attempts up- 
on the 3paniſh Weſt Indies ;, buth Publick, when 
my Lord P rough, had undertaken to 
go with our Fleet, and privately by ſuch 
Undertakers, as with the ProteHion of the 
Government, would effectually have Sup- 
planted the growing Trade o the French 
there; by which they'bring immenſe Trea- 
ſires Home to their own Ports by Trade, 
and ro their Government by their Politicks, 
while we Patientiy fir ftill and ſee our 
Commerce Ruin d, and have no ſhare ina 
Trade, which brings the French twenty 
for one. 5 

Shou. d Igo back to examine theſe 2 
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what Wretched Politicians, would ſome 
People, who talk much ot themſelves that 
way,appear ? And what Account would they 
give of their Publick Stewardſhip, that Ca- 
vill'd at the Treaty of Partition, and ſcru- 
pled the ſhare alotted the French, that 
they might let it go altogether, and fight 
after their Fal ion tor it atterward? I hac loft 
Spain, to ſave our Turkey Trade, and let 
the French ſeizt America, 4 the Encourage- 
ment of our Manufactures? 

But having touch'd at theſe things, which 
with, a ſad Heart, every #»gli/man muſt 
Reflect upon; I paſs on to the better turn 
of Affairs, which by Her Max ſty's Con- 
duct, and ihe Prudence of her Counſellors, 
has been lince given to this almoſt Ruin'd 
Nation. 

And fir I muft obſerve, that theſe Gen- 


tlemen having brought things to this pals, - 


the War going on under vaſt Diſadvantages 
Abroad, eſpecially at Sea, and in Italy, and 
Spain, a yet more Unhappy War began at 
Home, which brought this Kingdom to 
the very brink of Deſtruction. 

And tho' this was a War of Intrigue, 
and was carried on by Pen and Ink, Plot, 
Counſel, and Cabal, and not by Sword and 
Gun; yet I believe it will be allow'd me, 
it was a katal Strife, and was grown vp 
to ſich heighth, that it involv'd the whole 
Nation, and the Patty-Flame had almoſt 
burnt up all our Peace. 

In this Condition we ftood enti rely Em- 
broil'd, Diſputing, Preaching, Printing one 
another into all manner of Exceſſes, Raille- 
ry, Lampoons, Invectives, and Eternal Re- 
proachings of one another, fill d the Mouths 
of all Parties, and all Men might ſee there 
was a Storm a coming, which wherelvever 
it fell, would cauſe an Inundation, fatal 
— one ſide or another, if not at laſt to 

th. 

Her Majeſty ſaw with Concern the Ap- 
proaching Miſchiefs, and Mercifully Inter- 
pos'd with moving ExFortations to Union, 
with Arguments that would have prevail'd 
upon any People, that were ' not over- 
whelm'd with Icrecencileable Animoſities ; 
but we are not a Nation to be led by En- 
treaties, and 'twas to no purpoſe, even for 
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the Queen her ſelf to ralk of Peace, where 
provuk'd Parties ſeem'ds to deciare, una- 
voidable Deſtruction to pne another. 

Her Majefty therefore, f und all her Mo- 
deration rejxtted, and to her Mortificati- 
on, the People that abhot'd Peace, ficw 
in the Fate of Majeſty it ſelf, and Aﬀroc- 
red their very Sovereign for ths Propoſal ; 
to ſuch a heighth was the Party -Rage ar- 
riv'd in this Nation. 

I am ſorry to Repeat theſe things; and 
looking back on the ſad Proſpe&t, makes 
a Melancholy Writer, and when Honeſt 
Men view it, there muft be Melancholy 
Readers; for who that has any Concern for 
his Native Country, can look back on th- 
Diſaſters, that fo apparently threaten her 
Ruine, without Regret, and without a faſt 
Concern at the Dangers ot the Nation: 

I know I have been told, and expect it 
again, that I thought che matter over, 
the Victory gain'd, and that Peace and 
Conſtitution had prevail'd over Faction and 
Parties, and that the Harty being down, I 
had no more to lay; and infeed- / own the 
Bill : I really thought, Truth had made ſome 
Impreſſion upon the Minds of People, and 
that at laſt they woald have been Taught 
by the general txptfience and Nature of 
Things, that they were in the wrong, and 
that Pcace at Home, and Union of Charity 
and Intereſt, were the only things would 
lave us. 

But Ihave Liv'd to find my ſelf miſta- 
ken; I have held my Peace teveral Months; 
I have entred upon the weighty SubjeR of 
Trade, from' which 1 had made a long Di- 
greſſion, and in which I had hopes to make 
this Paper particularly uſeful. 

But Silence, and declining to Expoſe 
them, has been ſo far from obligin m 
to Peace, that the Example has been ta- 
ken for a Decay of Power; and ſhowin 
them the way huw to have done, has poſ- 
ſeſt them with th: Vanity of thinking our 
Matter Exhaulted; tho" if they would Re- 
flect, they could not but ſee the juſt Ad- 
vantages they daily give, for a very

intolerable Behaviour. 
Wherefore I think my ſelf oblig'd, while 
theſe
